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Historical  Note 


When  secondary  education  in  Upper  Canada  was  officially  introduced 
in  1807,  qualifications  for  teachers  were  ill-defined  and  professional 
training  was  non-existent.  Nevertheless,  a surprising  number  of 
‘educated  gentlemen’  found  their  way  into  the  classrooms  of  the 
District  Grammar  Schools.  Unfortunately,  the  supply  of  these 
superior  pedagogues  failed  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  the 
population  and  the  subsequent  increase  in  schools.  But  in  spite  of 
the  difficulties  encountered,  no  serious  attempt  to  provide  teacher 
training  was  made  for  more  than  half  a century. 

Beginning  in  1858,  a number  of  experiments  involving  model  schools 
and  training  institutes  was  conducted  with  the  aim  of  improving  the 
academic  and  professional  qualifications  of  teachers.  None  of  these 
endeavours  met  with  any  widespread  satisfaction. 

In  1890,  all  such  operations  were  abandoned  with  the  founding  of 
a provincial  School  of  Pedagogy  in  Toronto.  Seven  years  later,  this 
institution  was  moved  to  Hamilton  and  renamed  the  Ontario  Normal 
College. 

In  1906,  the  training  of  secondary  school  teachers  was  modified 
drastically  when  Faculties  of  Education  were  organized  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  and  at  Queen’s  University.  In  Toronto,  the 
Faculty  offered  professional  secondary  school  courses  in  Pedagogy. 
In  order  to  improve  the  practical  and  experimental  aspects  of  its 
program,  the  Faculty  established,  in  1910,  a practice  school,  the 
University  of  Toronto  Schools. 

This  pattern  of  teacher  training  continued  until  after  the  close  of 
World  War  i.  In  1920,  it  came  to  an  abrupt  end  when  the  Faculty 
of  Education  at  Queen’s  was  discontinued  and  the  Faculty  at  Toronto 
was  designated  as  the  Ontario  College  of  Education,  University  of 
Toronto. 

In  the  following  years  the  College  expanded  its  program,  services, 
and  facilities,  and  added  a number  of  important  departments:  the 
Guidance  Centre  in  1945,  the  Vocational  and  Industrial  Arts  De- 
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partment  in  1946,  and  the  Department  of  Advanced  Academic 
Recommendation  (now  known  as  the  Office  of  Advanced  Standing) 
in  1957. 

In  1966,  the  Departments  of  Graduate  Studies  and  Research  were 
transferred  to  the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education.  In  the 
same  year  a new  agreement  for  the  operation  of  the  Ontario  College 
of  Education  was  made  between  the  Minister  of  Education  and  the 
University  of  Toronto,  establishing  a College  Council  and  Advisory 
Board.  By  the  same  agreement,  the  name  of  the  College  was  changed 
to  The  College  of  Education,  University  of  Toronto.  Since  that  time 
there  has  been  further  expansion  with  the  addition  of  the  Educational 
Media  Centre  in  1966,  the  Department  of  Computer  Studies  in  1968, 
and  the  Institute  of  Child  Study  in  1971. 

During  a period  of  forty-five  years  The  College  was  the  sole  institu- 
tion in  the  province  for  the  preparation  of  secondary  school  teachers. 
In  1965,  the  situation  altered  with  the  opening  of  Althouse  College 
of  Education,  The  University  of  Western  Ontario.  Since  then  several 
other  Faculties  of  Education  have  been  established  in  Ontario. 

Effective  July  1,  1972,  the  College  was  formally  designated  as  the 
Faculty  of  Education,  University  of  Toronto.

The  Faculty  of  Education  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Bloor  Street 
West  and  Spadina  Avenue,  in  the  northwest  sector  of  the  St.  George 
Campus,  University  of  Toronto.  Mailing  address  of  the  Faculty  is 
371  Bloor  Street  West,  Toronto  MSS  2R7. 

The  basic  function  of  the  Faculty  of  Education  is  the  training  of 
teachers  for  professional  service  in  elementary  and  secondary 
schools,  especially  in  the  schools  of  Ontario.  Programs  of  the  Faculty 
provide  courses  leading  to  basic  certificates  required  for  teaching  in 
the  high  schools,  collegiate  institutes,  vocational  schools  and  ele- 
mentary schools  of  Ontario.  Other  Faculty  courses  lead  to  additional 
certificates  in  areas  of  subject  specialization.  The  Faculty  itself  does 
not  grant  teaching  certificates.  These  are  issued  by  the  Ontario  Min- 
istry of  Education  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  of  the 
Faculty.  With  the  exception  of  skilled  tradesmen  and  some  others 
taking  Vocational  courses,  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Education  are 
required  to  hold  acceptable  university  degrees. 

The  Faculty  of  Education  is  equipped  with  classrooms,  lecture  rooms, 
library,  laboratories  and  gymnasia,  an  educational  media  centre  with 
a television  studio  and  mobile  television  unit,  language  laboratories, 
a theatre  studio,  a computer  centre  and  a typing  laboratory. 

Students  will  find  in  the  Library  a major  collection  of  books  and 
periodicals  on  all  aspects  of  secondary  and  elementary  education, 
as  well  as  small  working  collections  on  the  various  subjects  taught 
in  Ontario  schools.  In  addition  to  its  loan  facilities,  the  Library 
provides  a reference  service  to  assist  students  in  locating  material  on 
educational  psychology,  school  administration,  and  methods  of 
teaching  specific  subjects. 

The  Library’s  selected  collection  of  mounted  pictures,  filmstrips, 
pamphlets,  slides,  recordings  and  document  kits  is  available  to  the 
students  for  use  both  in  demonstration  lessons  at  the  Faculty  and  in 
their  practice  teaching  assignments  at  outside  schools.  Facilities  for 
previewing  audiovisual  aids  are  provided  in  the  Library. 

Students  at  the  Faculty  are  entitled  to  use  the  main  University  of 
Toronto  Library,  where  they  can  obtain  extensive  material  on  sub- 
jects other  than  education.

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The  Health  Centre,  in  charge  of  a registered  nurse,  offers  to  students 
first  aid,  counsel  with  health  problems,  and  referrals  to  doctor,  den- 
tist, or  hospital  as  appropriate.  The  Centre  is  open  each  week  during 
the  session,  Monday  through  Friday,  from  8.30  a.m.  to  3.30  p.m.. 
Room  115,  the  Faculty  of  Education. 

The  Technical  and  Industrial  Arts  Student  Council  organizes  extra- 
curricular activities  for  its  students,  and  acts  on  their  behalf  in  any 
matter  that  may  arise  relating  to  the  Technical  and  Industrial  Arts 
Program. 

The  Institute  of  Child  Study  has  a five-member  Student  Council 
whose  purposes  include  providing  an  opportunity  for  students’  ideas 
to  be  expressed  and  integrated,  giving  them  a voice  in  the  decision- 
making bodies  of  the  Institute,  and  maintaining  channels  of  com- 
munication between  students  and  staff. 

The  H.S.A.  Student  Assembly  is  concerned  with  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  students  of  the  Faculty.  It  maintains  a year-round  office  at  703 
Spadina  Avenue  to  provide  continuity  of  organization  in  student  af- 
fairs. Through  their  governments  all  students  have  voting  members 
on  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  and  its  committees.  They  are  also 
represented  on  the  Students’  Administrative  Council  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Schools,  established  in  1910  as  a division 
of  the  Faculty  of  Education,  is  a day  school  for  students  from  Grade 
7 to  Level  iv.  The  normal  enrolment  is  420  students  selected  by  com- 
petitive examinations  from  among  a large  number  of  applicants.  Each 
year  classes  are  admitted  to  Grades  7 and  Level  i respectively  to 
replace  the  class  graduating  from  Level  iv.  The  Ontario  curriculum 
leading  to  university  entrance  is  provided,  with  opportunities  for  en- 
richment, acceleration,  independent  study,  and  experimentation.  The 
annual  tuition  fee  is  $300.00.  The  resources  of  the  school  are  avail- 
able to  staff  and  students  of  the  Faculty  for  teaching  practice, 
demonstration,  and  experiment. 

The  Guidance  Centre  produces  and  distributes  publications,  stand- 
ardized tests,  and  other  educational  materials  for  teachers  and  for 
guidance  counsellors. 

The  main  office  of  the  Centre  is  located  at  1000  Yonge  Street,  To- 
ronto M4W  2K8  (telephone  928-3210).  Office  hours  are  from  8.30 
a.m.  until  4.45  p.m.  daily.  The  warehouse  is  at  10  Alcorn  Avenue, 
Toronto  M4V  1E4. 

The  Institute  is  located  at  45  Walmer  Road.  A Course  of  Studies 
leading  to  a Diploma  in  Child  Study  is  offered  (See  Section  48  for 
description  of  this  program).  A laboratory  school  consisting  of  165 
children,  ages  3 to  12  years,  serves  as  a teaching  and  research  facility. 
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To  assist  native  people  in  attaining  a greater  measure  of  meaningful 
involvement  in  their  own  Social  Services,  the  Faculty  of  Education 
offers  the  Social  Counsellor  Education  Program.  The  purpose  of  this 
program  is  to  develop  leadership  abilities  in  those  wishing  to  enhance 
the  opportunities  of  members  of  their  communities  within  a social 
and  educational  setting. 

Additional  information  may  be  obtained  through  Professor  D.  B. 
Brady,  Department  of  History,  Philosophy,  and  Sociology  of  Educa- 
tion, Faculty  of  Education,  371  Bloor  Street  West,  Toronto

Students  registered  for  courses  in  the  Faculty  of  Education  may  use 
the  University’s  athletic  facilities,  and  Hart  House,  under  such  con- 
ditions as  obtain  with  other  students.  They  will  also  be  admitted  to 
the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  100  Queen’s  Park,  and  to  the  Toronto 
Art  Gallery,  Dundas  Street,  from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.,  on  presentation  of 
their  registration  cards. 

Any  student  may  consult  a staff  physician  at  the  Health  Service 
9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.,  Monday  to  Friday  while  the  University  is  in  session. 
The  University  does  not  accept  atiy  responsibility  for  injuries  sus- 
tained by  students  while  engaged  in  Physical  Education  classes  or  in 
University  athletic  activities,  but  through  the  Health  Service  provides 
for  treatment  within  the  following  limits:  minor  injuries  are  treated 
at  its  offices;  treatment  for  more  serious  injuries  will  be  provided  if 
such  treatment  is  given  under  the  direction  and  care  of  staff  retained 
by  the  Health  Service.  Treatment  is  limited  to  students  who  suffer  ac- 
cidents while  engaged  in  and  which  arise  out  of  University  Physical 
Education  classes  and  athletic  activities.

The  Advisory  Bureau  is  prepared  to  aid  in  all  problems  of  a per- 
sonal nature,  as  well  as  interpersonal  relationships.  The  staff  consists 
of  a psychiatrist,  a psychologist,  and  a group  of  counsellors.  The 
Advisory  Bureau  is  located  at  631  Spadina  Avenue  (telephone 
928-2684). 

The  University  of  Toronto  maintains  a listing  of  rooming  houses, 
flats,  apartments  and  homes.  Information  on  these  may  be  obtained 
through  the  Housing  Service  office  at  49  St.  George  Street,  Toronto 
M5S  2E5. 

Off-campus  housing  of  this  nature  is  not  subject  to  University  regu- 
lation, but  every  effort  is  taken  to  make  the  information  as  complete 
as  possible.  Students  are  encouraged  to  assist  in  this  effort  by  report- 
ing on  the  quality  of  the  accommodation  they  have  occupied. 

A limited  amount  of  accommodation  is  offered  in  exchange  for  part- 
time  services  such  as  housekeeping  or  babysitting. 
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This  day  nursery,  established  and  supported  by  the  University  of 
Toronto,  the  Graduate  Students’  Union,  and  the  Students’  Admin- 
istrative Council,  provides  pre-school  education  and  day  care  facili- 
ties for  children  of  University  of  Toronto  students.  Children  aged 
two  to  five  years  are  accepted. 

The  nursery,  temporarily  located  at  St.  Andrew’s  United  Church,  117 
Bloor  Street  East,  is  well  equipped  and  staffed,  and  is  licensed  under 
the  Day  Nursery  Act,  Province  of  Ontario.  It  operates  from  8.30  a.m. 
to  5.30  p.m.  throughout  the  winter  academic  session.  Fees  are  reason- 
able, and  noon  meals  and  morning  and  afternoon  snacks  are  pro- 
vided. Information  may  be  obtained  from  the  nursery  (telephone 
921-7078)  or  from  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

Facility  in  English.  For  a candidate  whose  first  language  is  other  than 
English  a requirement  for  admission  will  be  the  passing  of  a Com- 
munication Test  for  Teaching  in  the  English  Language.  The  test  will 
be  conducted  by  a Committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
Ontario  Secondary  School  Teachers’  Federation,  the  Department  of 
English  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  the  Council  of  the  Faculty. 
Arrangements  for  the  test  will  be  made  by  the  Registrar’s  Office,  the 
Faculty  of  Education. 

The  Faculty  is  prepared  to  consider  other  evidence  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Registrar  for  evaluation. 

Physical  Unfitness  of  Candidates.  On  the  Dean’s  report  to  the  Min- 
ister of  Education  as  to  the  physical  unfitness  of  a student  for  train- 
ing as  a teacher,  the  Minister  may  require  a special  medical  examina- 
tion of  such  student,  and,  as  a result  thereof,  may  direct  that  he  be 
not  eligible  for  recommendation  for  a department  certificate.

On  the  statement  of  the  principal  that  the  candidate  has  taught  suc- 
cessfully for  one  year  under  the  authority  of  a Letter  of  Standing, 
he  may  be  recommended  by  the  Supervisory  Officer  concerned  for 
the  Interim  High  School  Assistant’s  Certificate,  Type  b. 
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The  program  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Education  degree  for  grad- 
uates of  the  Faculty  of  Education  who  were  awarded  the  High  School 
Assistant’s  Certificate  prior  to  May,  1970,  is  described  in  Section 
77A;  the  program  for  holders  of  Ontario  permanent  basic  teaching 
certificates  is  described  in  Section  77 B. 

Academic  Records  and  Examinations 
Examinations 

No  candidate  will  be  permitted  to  take  more  than  twice  any  final 
examination,  or  part  thereof,  for  any  degree  or  certificate  listed  in 
this  calendar,  except  by  permission  of  the  Council  of  the  Faculty. 

Checking  of  Marks 

The  Faculty  policy  is  not  to  re-read  or  re-evaluate  any  examination 
paper  or  essay  after  results  have  been  issued.  Examination  papers 
are  re-read  in  each  examination  in  which  a mark  of  less  than  50  per 
cent  has  been  assigned.  Papers  in  which  at  least  50  per  cent  has  been 
obtained  will  not  be  re-read. 

All  results  are  carefully  reviewed  before  being  released.  However, 
the  clerical  work  involved  in  the  department  and  in  the  Registrar’s 
Office  will  be  checked  if  a petition  is  submitted  through  the  Regis- 
trar’s Office,  with  a fee  of  $5  per  course.  The  fee  will  be  refunded 
if  an  error  is  found. 

Plagiarism 

Plagiarism  is  a serious  offence  and  is  subject  to  disciplinary  action. 
Results  withheld 

Students  who  have  not  paid  their  fees  or  residence  dues  in  full  or 
who  have  outstanding  library  dues  or  bookstore  accounts  by  the  end 
of  the  session  will  not  be  permitted  further  registration  in  the  Uni- 
versity, will  not  have  transcripts  issued  on  their  behalf,  and  will  not 
receive  their  diplomas  or  recommendations  for  the  High  School  As- 
sistant’s certificate  until  payment  is  made. 

Academic  Rights  of  Students 

An  appeal  to  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  permitted  against 
failure  or  a Faculty  ruling  regarding  procedure  for  fulfilling  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Bachelor  of  Education  degree  or  a Ministry  of 
Education  certificate.  An  appeal  is  an  instrument  by  which  a student 
is  protected  against  an  error  in  grading  or  in  final  standing,  or  by 
which  a student  may  seek  to  have  a regulation  of  the  Faculty  waived 
on  academic  or  compassionate  grounds. 

Procedure:  A student  is  required  to  submit,  before  the  end  of  the 
calendar  year,  a written  appeal  to  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of 
Education. 

Reconsideration  by  the  Governing  Council  of  the  University  of  To- 
ronto: A student  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Governing 
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Council  to  consider  the  decision  of  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  in  so 
far  as  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Education  degree  are  con- 
cerned by  making  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Governing 
Council.

a The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Education  will  be  awarded  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  to  students  on  successful  completion  of  the  One- 
Year  Program  which  leads  also  to  the  Interim  High  School  Assistant’s 
Certificate,  Type  b,  awarded  by  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Education, 
b A graduate  of  the  One-Year  program  leading  to  the  Interim  Voca- 
tional Certificate,  Type  b,  or  the  Interim  Occupational  Certificate, 
Type  B (Practical  Subjects),  who  holds  an  approved  degree  from  a 
recognized  university,  who  has  the  required  number  of  years  of  wage- 
earning experience  and  who  meets  the  other  admission  requirements 
peculiar  to  his  subject,  will  be  recommended  also  for  the  Bachelor  of 
Education  degree.  (See  Section  78.) 

The  Ontario  High  School  Assistant’s  Certificate,  Type  b,  is  awarded 
by  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Education,  and  qualifies  the  holder  to 
teach  academic  and  general  subjects  in  the  secondary  schools  of 
Ontario.  The  Interim  Certificate  may  become  a Permanent  High 
School  Assistant’s  Certificate  upon  completion  of  two  years’  suc- 
cessful teaching  experience  in  a secondary  school  in  Ontario. 

The  basic  requirement  for  admission  to  the  program  leading  to  the 
Bachelor  of  Education  degree,  and  to  the  Interim  High  School 
Assistant's  Certificate,  is  an  approved  university  degree  from  an  ac- 
credited university. 

The  applicant’s  university  degree  program  must  include  at  least  45 
credits  in  Arts,  Science  or  Commerce  subsequent  to  Grade  13,  or 
equivalent. 

The  definition  of  a credit  is  derived  from  the  basic  assumption  that 
there  are  approximately  60  credits  in  a four-year  course.  From  this 
it  follows  that  15  credits  is  equivalent  to  a university  year;  and  a 
credit  may  be  defined  as  one-fifteenth  of  a university  year. 

In  general,  then,  one  university  course  equals  three  credits. 

An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  Program  for  a High  School 
Assistant’s  Certificate,  Type  b,  shall  make  application  to  the  Regis- 
trar, Faculty  of  Education,  on  an  official  form  to  be  obtained  from 
the  Registrar.

Admission  acceptances  must  be  confirmed,  in  writing,  to  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  Faculty  of  Education  within  twenty-one  days  of  the  date 
of  acceptance  by  the  Faculty  accompanied  by  a $50  deposit  payable 
to  the  University  of  Toronto  by  certified  cheque  or  money  order.  The 
deposit  will  be  applied  to  the  applicant’s  fee.  Forty  dollars  ($40)  of 
the  $50  deposit  will  be  refunded  if  the  applicant  withdraws  his  appli- 
cation, in  writing,  on  or  before  July  31,  1973.  The  full  deposit  is  re- 
fundable if  the  applicant  is  denied  admission  because  of  failure  to 
graduate. 

Limitation  on  Enrolment 

In  the  1973-74  One-Year  Program  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Edu- 
cation degree,  enrolment  will  be  limited  to  1300  students.  Among 
applicants  who  have  fulfilled  the  admission  requirements,  preference 
will  be  given  to  applicants  with  superior  academic  qualifications  in 
teaching  subjects  for  which  there  is  a shortage  of  qualified  teachers 
in  Ontario  secondary  schools. 

The  Governing  Council  of  the  University  reserves  the  right  to  with- 
draw any  course  listed  in  this  calendar  or  to  limit  the  enrolment. 

In  a typical  year,  students  from  a dozen  or  more  countries  will  be 
registered  in  the  Faculty  of  Education.  A special  effort  is  made  to 
welcome  qualified  overseas  students  who  plan  to  return  to  their  own 
countries  on  completion  of  their  studies,  and  to  meet  their  special 
needs  insofar  as  the  resources  of  the  Faculty  permit. 

Foreign  students  and  others  who  are  candidates  for  the  Bachelor 
of  Education  degree  but  not  for  a teaching  certificate  of  the  Ontario 
Ministry  of  Education  must  comply  with  such  conditions  of  admis- 
sion as  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  may  determine.  One  of  the  re- 
quirements may  be  a Communication  Test  for  Teaching  in  the  Eng- 
lish Language  (See  Section  16). 

It  would  be  helpful  to  all  those  who  intend  to  become  students  in  the 
One-Year  Program  of  the  Faculty  of  Education  to  spend  a period  of 
time  in  a conveniently  located  secondary  school  or  elementary  school 
(if  particularly  interested  in  the  elementary  education  option)  in 
order  to  observe  the  school’s  organization,  daily  routines,  and  espe- 
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dally  teaching  activities.  The  most  convenient  time  for  this  observa- 
tion is  in  the  spring  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  autumn  term  of  the 
Faculty  of  Education.  Those  interested  should  apply  for  permission 
beforehand  to  the  principals  of  the  schools  which  they  are  interested 
in  visiting.

2 Business  Education 

Previous  courses  in  business  education  or  business  experience  is  not 
required  of  a candidate  who  selects  one  or  both  teaching  subjects  in 
Business  Education.

3 Candidates  should  have  a university  background  with  breadth  in 
the  arts,  science  or  languages  together  with  courses  in  psychology, 
sociology  or  child  study. 

Because  the  Program  for  the  Elementary  School  Teacher’s  Certifi- 
cate offers  instruction  in  a group  of  courses,  the  total  lecture  time 
is  ten  hours  per  week,  including  a course  in  Additional  Related 
Courses.

Certificate 

In  general,  candidates  entering  this  program  must  hold  an  approved 
degree  after  a four-year  university  course  following  Ontario  Grade 
13,  or  equivalent,  and  graduation  with  at  least  second  class  standing. 

The  Interim  High  School  Assistant’s  Certificate,  Type  a,  qualifies  the 
holder  for  five  years  as  an  assistant  teacher  of  academic  and  general 
subjects  in  the  secondary  schools  of  Ontario. 

The  Interim  Type  a Certificate  may  become  a Permanent  High 
School  Specialist’s  Certificate  upon  the  completion  of  two  years’ 
successful  teaching  experience  in  Ontario  on  which  the  applicant  has 
been  graded  as  above  average  on  subjects  covered  by  the  certificate. 
The  Permanent  High  School  Specialist’s  Certificate  qualifies  the 
holder  to  become  head  of  a department  in  a secondary  school.

The  program  is  intended  for  men  and  women  who  plan  to  specialize 
in  the  child  field  and  includes  intensive  study  in  foundation  and  ap- 
plied subjects. 

Requirements  for  Admission  to  the  Diploma  Program:  a Bachelor’s 
degree  with  b standing,  or  professional  teacher  qualifications  with 
three  or  more  years’  teaching  experience  in  addition  to  a Bachelor’s 
degree  and  academic  and  professional  standing  as  approved  by  the 
Admissions  Committee. 

Course  Regulations  for  the  Diploma  in  Child  Study:  In  order  to 
qualify  for  the  Diploma  in  Child  Study  a student  must  successfully 
complete  fourteen  course  credits,  including  all  courses  required  by 
his  program.  Teachers  with  three  or  more  years’  teaching  experience 
may  complete  programs  in  Childhood  Assessment  and  Counselling 
or  Early  Childhood  Education  in  one  year  with  seven  credits.  One 
course  credit  is  given  for  a standard  course  requiring  two  hours  per 
week  of  lectures  plus  readings,  projects  and,  in  some  cases,  field  work.

A 
course  dealing  with  the  philosophy  and  practice  of  Drama  in  Educa- 
tion; the  purposes  of  curricular  and  extra-curricular  drama;  creative 
drama;  direction;  production;  study  in  the  imaginative  concepts  and 
structures  of  the  aural  and  visual  media;  planning  developmental 
programs;  mixed  media  presentations.  This  course  consists  of  group 
projects  frequently  culminating  in  performance.  Candidates  wishing 
to  work  toward  the  Specialist  Certificate  in  Dramatic  Arts  will  be 
required  to  complete  successfully  two  subsequent  summer  sessions. 

0700  Seminar  in  Drama  (2  hours).  For  Type  a candidates  in  Dra- 
matic Arts.  An  individual  research  project  concerning  Drama  in 
Education,  selected  by  the  candidate  in  consultation  with  the  Drama- 
tic Arts  Department. 

147  Drama  in  Education  (2  hours).  Not  offered  in  1973-74. 

360  Economics  (4  hours).  A series  of  lectures  and  seminars  on  the 
content  of  modern  economics  and  its  effective  communication  at  the 
secondary  school  level.  Emphasis  will  be  on  the  refining  of  partici- 
pants’ understanding  of  the  principles  of  economics  and  on  the  de- 
velopment of  an  issues-oriented  program  to  make  this  subject  matter 
accessible  to  secondary  school  students. 

0900  Economics  (4  hours).  For  Type  a candidates.  An  intensive 
study  of  the  principles  and  methodology  of  modern  economics  rele- 
vant to  the  development  of  practical  secondary  school  programs  in 
this  discipline.  A model  learning  program  will  be  critically  analyzed 
and  portions  of  it  presented  for  group  evaluation  on  the  basis  of 
clarity,  precision,  and  appeal.  Preparation  of  an  instructional  plan 
for  a major  unit  of  one  of  the  courses  proposed  in  the  current 
Ministry  of  Education  Guideline  for  economics.

107  Educational  Media  (2  hours).  A study  of  the  basic  principles 
of  communication;  the  use  of  the  various  media  such  as  film  pro- 
jectors, tape  recorders  and  television  will  be  a major  part  of  the 
course. 
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143  Speech  and  Personal  Communication  (2  hours).  A course  di- 
rectly related  to  the  needs  of  the  teacher  as  speaker  and  listener  in 
the  classroom.  It  stresses  effective  projection  of  the  voice,  speech 
development  in  the  student,  the  influence  of  technology  on  speech 
communication.  This  course  is  offered  to  students  in  the  one-year 
Bachelor  of  Education  Program  only.

The  privilege  of 
submitting  an  individual  research  project  is  not  open  to  extramural 
candidates.

One  of  the 
aims  in  this  course  is  to  assist  the  students  to  cope  with  increasing 
amounts  of  information  available  and  to  cope  with  increasing  com- 
plexity rather  than  avoid  it. 

148  Applied  Learning  Theory  (2  hours).  An  in-depth  study  of 
theories  of  learning;  factors  affecting  learning  and  retention;  appli- 
cations to  classroom  situations  and  to  special  education  problems. 
(May  not  be  taken  in  conjunction  with  Psychology  Applied  to  Edu- 
cation 230.) 

154  Socialization  and  Identity  (2  hours).  An  examination  of  the 
various  theories  in  social  psychology  contributing  to  an  understand- 
ing of  human  social  development;  an  exploration  of  the  development 
of  individuality  and  group  identities  along  with  the  factors  of  social 
interaction  influencing  the  development  of  personality.  Emphasis  will 
be  placed  on  contributions  to  personal  growth  made  by  teachers  and 
schools  at  elementary  and  secondary  levels.

achievement,  selecting  patterns  of  organization,  and  planning  the 
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instructional  program,  will  be  introduced.  Of  major  emphasis  will  be 
the  devising  of  practical  developmental  reading  programs. 

141  English  for  the  Slower  Learner  (2  hours).  Primarily  a course 
dealing  with  the  development  of  effective  programs  for  slower 
learners  at  the  secondary  school  level.  Specific  methods  of  instructing 
such  pupils  will  be  emphasized:  their  needs,  interests,  and  abilities 
will  be  explored.  Careful  examination  of  perception,  reading,  speak- 
ing, listening  and  writing  skills,  will  be  stressed.  Students  will  investi- 
gate the  nature  and  validity  of  both  reading  and  intelligence  tests  as 
they  apply  to  the  slower  learner. 

142  Psycholinguistics  (2  hours).  A course  designed  to  explore  the 
psychological,  biological,  and  sociological  parameters  of  language  as 
a communication  system.  Some  of  the  main  areas  of  investigation 
are:  language  acquisition  in  children;  psychological  models  of  lan- 
guage learning;  linguistic  models  of  grammar;  general  semantics; 
non-verbal  modes  of  communication;  language  games;  language 
study  programs  in  the  school  (history  of  grammar,  dictionaries  and 
writing  systems,  language  history,  etymology,  morphology);  lan- 
guage and  thought;  language  as  a sociological  determinant.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  construction  of  language  units  for  class- 
room study. 

60.  Geography  385  Geography  (5  hours).  Listed  below  are  a number  of  Geography 
course  units  designed  to  give  a degree  of  flexibility  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  Geography  teachers.  These  units  have  been  designed  to  meet 
the  demand  for  professionally  trained  people  who  are  either 

i graduate  Geographers  (Type  a candidates),  or 

ii  other  University  graduates  (Type  b candidates) 

and  who  will  proceed  to  a career  in  education,  either  as  a specialist 
teacher  of  Geography,  or  as  one  who  wishes  to  teach  Geography 
together  with  other  subjects.  Because  the  department  uses  a team 
approach,  two  or  more  members  of  staff  may  be  concerned  with  each 
unit. 

Obligatory  final  examination  for  all  candidates  in  courses  385,  371, 
and  1500  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  course  in  late  April  or  early 
May.  In  assessing  each  candidate  the  Geography  staff  will  utilize  a 
number  of  reports,  seminar  papers,  essays,  units  and  exercises.  Term 
work  is  an  important  factor  and  accounts  for  approximately  60  per 
cent  of  the  final  grade.

Courses  offered  in  Part  II,  Educational  Theory

tions and  ideologies.  By  comparing  the  educational  patterns  of  sev-  ! 
eral  countries,  including  Canada,  students  can  gain  a deeper  insight  ■ 
into  education.  i 

261  Experience  and  Education  (4  hours).  A course  designed  to  ex-  ; 

plore  the  relationship  between  theory  and  practice  by  trying  to  put  I 

theory  into  practice.  The  course  will  involve  a short  initial  period  | 

of  lectures  and  seminars  when  various  theoretical  positions  will  be  ;j 
presented  and  discussed.  Following  this,  students  will  select  areas  of 
study  which  should  take  them  out  of  the  Faculty  and  into  other  so- 
cial institutions.  It  is  anticipated  that  students  will  select  topics  which  !

Previous  uni- 
versity work  in  sociology  is  desirable. 

266  Values  in  Education  (2  hours).  An  examination  of  selected 
topics  in  value  theory  seen  within  the  educational  context.  Examples 
of  possible  topics;  authority  and  freedom;  perception  and  judgment 
in  education  and  the  arts;  the  aims  of  education;  valuational  impact 
of  the  mass  media;  the  teacher  and  the  new  morality;  expression, 
representation,  and  value  formation;  technology  and  counter-culture; 
conceptual  analysis  of  the  educational  environment.  No  formal  back- 
ground in  philosophy  is  required. 

267  Individual  Research  Project  (2  hours).  A student  who  wishes 
to  engage  in  an  individual  research  project  must  obtain  approval  of 
the  Department  before  electing  this  course  by:  (a)  submitting  a brief 
proposal  acceptable  to  the  Department,  and  (b)  showing  evidence 
of  research  skills  appropriate  to  the  area  of  study.  The  privilege  of 
submitting  an  individual  research  project  is  not  open  to  extramural 
candidates. 

268  Authority  and  Freedom  in  School  (4  hours).  Can  an  ideal  of 
individual  freedom  be  supported?  Can  authority  be  justified?  Does 
the  ideal  of  individual  freedom  preclude  the  exercise  of  authority? 
Should  the  school  enforce  a prevailing  moral  code?  Can  a school  be 
amoral?  Is  “compulsory  education”  a contradiction?  Why  bother 
being  ethical?  This  course  will  attempt  to  get  at  the  roots  of  human 
ethical  valuing  and  thereby  illumine,  and  confront  one  with,  the 
moral  dimension  of  the  school. 

269  Issues  in  the  History  of  Canadian  Education.  A course  de- 
signed to  give  students  a perspective  of  the  main  influences,  problems, 
and  changes  in  Canadian  education.  Some  of  the  issues  that  may  be 
examined  are:  the  functions  schooling  has  performed;  the  educa- 
tional roles  of  institutions  other  than  schools;  family  life  and  the 
concepts  of  childhood  and  adolescence:  the  alteration  in  the  roles 
of  the  teacher  and  student;  and  the  influence  of  social,  economic 
and  political  factors  on  education.  The  particular  aspects  to  be 
studied  will  be  determined  by  the  students  in  consultation  with  the 
instructor.  The  course  is  based  on  student  reading,  class  participation 
and  discussion.  (2  hours)

creativity,  inductive  and  deductive  reasoning,  and  problem  solving. 
The  writing  of  behavioural  objectives,  lesson  planning,  analysis  of 
formal  lesson  types,  and  ways  of  maximizing  the  effectiveness  of  in- 
dividual and  small  group  instruction  will  be  applied  in  a practice 
teaching  workshop  and  in  micro  teaching.  Instruction  and  practice 
will  be  given  in  the  preparation  of  instructional  materials,  and  in 
methods  of  testing  and  evaluating  performance.
